1 . Applicant has submitted Fig. 2 with correction, Fig. 2 appears to be a formal 
drawing. However, at least Figs. 3 and 4 are informal drawings. 

Applicant should submit formal drawings of at least Figs. 3 and 4, preferably, all 
figures of formal drawings should be submitted. 

2. This application is allowed because no prior art teaches a monitoring device for 
monitoring a vehicle electro-mechanical brake, including the combination of: 

• a motor drive; 

• a spring-loaded cylinder and a spring for actuating a plunger for application and 
release the vehicle brake; 

• a detecting device for detecting motor current and/or voltage curve; 

• an evaluating unit for comparing the current and/or voltage curve with a 
previously stored desired value characteristic.
